CAIRO, Egypt., Nov. 22.—(AP)—The long-besieged 
British-Australian garrison at Tobruk has broken out of 
the Axis semi-circle around the port and German and Ital- 
ian armored forces—split and partly cut off in eastern Libya 
—are being ground between British tank columns, the 8th 
army headquarters declared today. 

The thrust from Tobruk was pointed by tanks which 
British ships had carried into the beleaguered port over a 
period of many weeks. 

The garrison force had some difficulty negotiating mine- 
fields which the Germans had laid, but by last night had 
reached a point only seven miles from the nearest troops of 
the main British force. 

The Tobruk garrison, qut off by land since April 11, 
was said to be making steady progress in the face of heavy 
opposition to a drive started yesterday to join British 
spearheads holding Rezegh, on the inland plateau 10 miles 
outside the perimeter of Tobruk defences.

Hitler Plans European Conference 
Interpreting Nazis Claim 


No Ceiling Is 
Yet Placed On 
Sales Of Wheat

OTTAWA, Nov. 22.—No action 
has been taken regarding a ceil- 
ing price on wheat, and no in- 
formation was available today on 
various speculative reports that 
a higher price than the ceiling 
would be allowed. There is one 
school of thought on Parliament 
Hill that no ceiling should be es- 
tablished on wheat prices, since 
wheat is not likely to rise any 
degree in the near future. 

When announcing the general 
policy on Oct. 18, Prime Minister 
King made special mention of 
wheat. “Some farm prices left to 
themselves would not rise at all 
under present circumstances,” he 
said. “This is notably true of the 
price of wheat.” No guidance on 
what will be done with respect to 
wheat, beyond this statement from 
Mr. King, was found in a compre- 
hensive declaration of principles by 
the War Prices Board today. 

If the ceiling applied without 
modification to wheat, the cash 
market price in Winnipeg would be 
about 77 cents,-it is understood. A

2,633 firms in 
ifacturing

At September Ist 
Canada engaged in ma 
ging, transportation, 
trade and services were employing a 
total of 1,627,965 against 1,- 
289,335 on the same date last year. 

This is not a complete accounting of 
industrial employment; no mention is 
made, for example, of mining or oil-pro-

Even 
without making allowance for these 
omissions, the figures give striking 
evidence of the rapid absorption of 
lebor that has taken and is_ taking 
place.

Germany Has Dynamic 
But Little Direction, Declares 
Noted Columnist 


By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

Let us return again to a discussion of 

the strategy of this war and the prospect 
of peact 

That this war is somehow senseless is 

felt by all the people in the world today. 

It is so felt by the German people no less 

than by those who are fighting them 

Something can seem senseless, however, 

and still be inevitable. 

This is one of those in- 

evitable wars that fol- 


lows a situation of anar- 
chy, political inadequacy, 
economic ¢ chaos and a 
breakdown that went 
deep into the very souls 


of people —a_ kind of 

febrile unease accompan- 

ied by a despairing re- 

Dorothy signation and marked by 
Thompson one characteristic com- 
mon to the whole of western civilizatian: 
doubt. Neitner persons, nations, nor so- 


cieties can, however, live permanently in 


a condition of doubt 
affirmation and belief. 

There are people who cannot get out of 
bed in the morning because they are 
afraid to put their feet on the ground. 
Such persons are psychopaths and very ill 
indeed. But our whole society has been 
like that. We have doubted ourselves since 
we have been told that we are but the re- 
sult of infantile complexes and economic 
conditioning, We have doubted our insti- 
tutions and our traditions. 

Part of this doubt has been due to the 
experience of seeing institutions break 
down under recurring crises; part of it has 
been the result of a form and content of 
education that has all but eliminated the 
element of human will in favor of a mech- 
anistic view of history. 


Element of Will 


The Nazis reintroduced into history the 
element of will. The result has terrorized 
the world, for the will-less are paralyzed 
before the will-full. The spectacle, .and 
finally the attack, resulted in some socie- 
ties “going to pieces.” The first powerful 
one that did not go to pieces, but, on the 
contrary, pulled itself together and con- 
fronted the Nazis with a will of its own,

was the British. It took Dunkirk, however, 
to accomplish that miracle. The second 
was the Russian—but it took an attack on 
two thousand miles of front to accomplish 
that, too, and we do not yet know what 
the effect will be on communism. 

As for the United States: we are still 
a nation without will. Our timidity does 
not arise from our fear of Hitler, but 
rather from a blind and silly compensa- 
tory optimism accompanied by a profound 
distrust and fear of ourselves. 

General Robert E. Wood and Dr. Rob- 
ert Hutchins are quite open about it. It 
is not war they fear; they are both sol- 
dierly men. They fear that we are incap- 
able of winning a war. Others fear that 
we dre incapable of winning it under 
Roosevelt. Mr. Thomas fears that our 
democracy is in-apable of surviving the 
test of war. 

Others fear that war will reduce the 
American standard of living, and rather 
than risk that they will throw away all 
standards of life. 


Miasma of Doubt 


Our will-lessness and our doubts about 
ourselves are reflected in the general 
pessimism about the possibility of making 
a great peace. 

The miasma of doubt, the doomed and 
dooming doctrine of historic relativism 
and mechanical determinism, has gotten a 
whole generation, which is old, beaten, 
and disillusioned before its time. 

And, unfortuantely, it has passed on its 
own will-lessness to some of the younger 
generation, who want to be “guaranteed” 
—before they will lift a hand against the 
burglar at their door—that resistance will 
result in Utopia—and that, somehow, the 
Utopia will be made outside their own 
wills. 

Hence the negativism of the war—the 
lack of intelligent and articulate bodies of 
men coming to grips with the war in an 
affirmative sense; in the sense that we 
fight for this and this and this, which is 
reasonable and desirable. 

Even being against is, of course, the 
beginning of an awakening. To intend not 
to live under Hitlerism is an act of will 

But it is will against and not yet for. 
We have minds but half made up. The 
war is only to prevent—to prevent the 
Nazis from getting control of the Atlantic; 
tomorrow, perhaps to prevent the Japan- 
ese from getting control of the Pacific. 
Britain, too, fights to prevent the British 
Isles from falling and the Commonwealth 
and Empire from disintegrating. Only the 
governments in exile of small states which 
have already fallen begin to think of ccn-

But, the Nazi war also becomes more 
and more a war merely to prevent. That 
out of all the recent official 
speeches.

The Nazis know by now that the dream 
of being received everywhere as the “lib- 
erator” is finished. 

The world that was to rise heralding 
the new order has not risen. It has instead 
put bombs under railroad trains, Appar- 
ently the Germanic will has been running 
along a track that leads to a dead-end 
street or a volcano.

Initiative must spring from the peoples 
themselves. 

And the American people hold the clue 
to this war; if they can awaken their ima- 
ginations and wills. For this people is the 
new world, and here are all the elements 
of Europe, cut loose, however, from petty 
racialisms and nationalisms, cut loose from 
everything in Europe, except the grand 
line of Europe as a whole, 

A first necessity in the awakening of a 
will, a will for, as well as a will against, 
is, therefore, to avoid at all costs falling 
backwards into a “one hundred per cent 
Americanism,” provincial in outlook, 
Rather, we must seek to find the funda- 
mental trends, common to the whole of 
western civilization, and construct, on 
those trends, a program of reorganization 
and reconstruction for a new co-operation 
between Europe, Britain and ourselves, 
Only a program that bids fair to accorn- 
plish this will mean peace. And, if such 
a program is lifted up, it will attract to 
itself the peoples of the whole, world.

Is Seen as a Stupid 
Waste of Time 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 


If General Hideki Tojo’s recent speech 
in the Japanese Diet was a correct state- 
ment of Japanese policy, then the current 
mission of Saburo Kurusu, Japan’s special 
envoy to Washington, is a rank waste of 
time. 

Intense interest 
where in the Kurusu expedition. 
one wants to know what 
message the envoy car- 
ried and the possible 
effect on the Pacific sit- 
uation, 

There is apparently 
complete confidence in 
Washington's determina- 
tion to remain firm in 
face of Japanese offers 
and threats. 

Reports from Wash- 
ington add little to exist- 
ing knowledge of Japan- 
on intentions and most Harold L. Welr 
people assume that Tojo’s terms, as stated 
in Tokyo, differ little from those Kurusu 
took to the United States. 

It certainly does not encourage hope of 
any relaxation of tension with the United 
States.

Queer Choice 


To begin with, Kurusu—who as Japan- 
ese ambassador in Berlin negotiated the 
anti-comintern pact—was a strange choice 
“to conduct revived talks in Washington.” 

It is plainly apparent that the Japanese 
technique for placating opinion in the 
United States, Great Britain and Australia 
was borrowed from Germany. where the 
successes of the Nazi regime dazzled its 
Japanese admirers. 

Kurusu will find in Washington that if 
Japan wants concessions—and she certain- 
ly wants the removal of the trade embargo 
—she will have to make substantial con- 
cessions in return. They will have to be 
concessions not in word but in deed; and 
they must involve a fundamental change 
in the policy she has pursued to her own 
damage during the past 10 years. 

Kurusu is doubtless in Washington to 
secure relaxation of the economic block- 
ade imposed because Japan invaded Indo- 
China. Before that is lifted Japan will 
have to get out of Indo-China and even 
that might not be sufficient for the democ- 
raciés now. 

For 20 years Japan has been a trouble- 
maker in the Far East. Time after time she 
has taken advantage of difficulties in the 
West to overrun neighboring territories. 
The Western powers, whose forbearance 
has been exemplary, have become 
and tired of this large-scale banditry. The 
time has come to call a halt to Japan's 
career of aggression and it lies with Japan 
to say whether or not it is to be ended 
peacefully. 

If Japan wants peace in the Pacific she 
will have to get out of China and leave the 
Axis. 

Invasion? 

Meanwhile, reports from Bangkok of 
a border incident between Vichy gend- 
armes and the Thia police may be taken 
as a possible first step by the Japanese 
toward jnvasion of Thialand. 

Japanese land and air forces are said 
to be moving south and west towards the 
Thia border. Some experts believe that 
Japan will move to e@stablish bases in 
Thialand if she intends to attack the 
Burma Road or Singapore. 

Japan may be aware of agreements re- 
cently reached by the Allied and United 
States military staffs on the action they 
would take if this attack were to happen. 


Chinese View 


China, it seems, has been wide awake 
to the velocity of events. 

In the plainest speaking that he has 
indulged in for many months, Generalis- 
simo Chaing Kai-Shek, addressing 200 
delegates at the opening sessions of the 
People’s Political Council, declared the 
other day that a uniquqe opportunity has 
come for the United States and Great 
Britain to cooperate with China to \iqui- 


sick . 


Russia from possible defeat next spring. 

“This winter is clearly a period that 
ought to be devoted to smashing Japan as 
a potential danger to the rear of the 
demoratic forces in the world conflict” 
Chiang asserted. 

“President Roosevelt predicts that 1943 
will see the end of this conflict. I believe 
he has good reasons for saying this. It is 
unthinkable that the Democracies should 
permit the Axis to threaten their rear and 
next spring to see the Japanese launch 
an attack against Russia coordinated with 
a German offensive. Nor can they stand 
idle while Germany triumphs in the Near 
East and Japan strikes towards the In- 
dian ocean. 

“The Chinese war maxim is first crush 
the weakest member of the enemy alli- 
ance, Japan is the weakest link in the 
the chain of aggressor naitons but if time 
is allowed her to recuperate strength and 
manoeuvre as she pleases the conse- 
quences may very well be eventful defeat 
for the Democracies. Now is the vital mo- 
ment and an opportunity that must by no 
means be neglected.” 


Time Is Right 


Thus the time seems to be ripe for Am- 
erica and Britain to deal with Japan firm- 
ly without being diverted from their pur- 
poes by any such negotiations as those 
currently being undertaken by Kurusu. 

It is not likely that the United States 
will let slip the present excellent oppor- 
tunity for discharging its moral respons- 
ibility for the defense of peace in the Far 
East. It seems that Japanese dream in vain 
of a settlement of the China incident, and 
it may rightly be said that now is the time 
when the powers fighting aggression can 
best and most urgently ought to liquidate 
the Japanese incident. 

The Japanese now realize that they are 
hemmed jn on all sides and face imminent 
ruin, and the continuance of their reckless 
course inevitably will bring disaster. 

Two conditions need to be posed to 
Japan: 

1. Abandonment of the policy of ag- 
gression and the withdrawal of all forces 
from Chinese soil including the North- 
Eastern provinces and also from Indio- 
China. 

2. Withdrawal of Japan from the Axis. 
Japan still has time to rg>ent, Otherwise 
the minds of the anti-aggression powers 
are: irrevocably made up.

Notes on the revival of the military 
moustache prompt a correspondent to 
hope that the trend “backwards” will not 
lead to any experiments with the back 
hair.

An hour in the morning was spent in 
preparing a company’s hair, for which 
each soldier paid 3d. a week. It is not sure
